Juarez, March 28.-10:30 J. rn.—A 


telegram just received from General 


Villa says that the capture of Torreon 


is a matter of minutes, not hours. 


There are no details. 


Villa Gains W ith Every Move. 
Juarez. March 28.—The attack up­ 
on the last line of the federal de­ 
fenses at Torreon began at noon to­ 
day, according to a telegram from 
General Villa, who declared that he 
expected to capture the stronghold 
tonight. 
The assault last night is declared 
to have proved abortive because of 
the failure of the supply 
of 
hand 
grenades, the most useful ammuni­ 
tion in street fighting. 
Villa is de­ 
clared to have received five thousand 
more hand grenades before he renew­ 
ed the attack today. 
The telegram received from Villa 
urged that hospital supplies, includ­ 
ing quick lime, bandages and antisep­ 
tics be rushed to the front at once. 
The cost of the victory is known to 
be heavy, and the hurry call for more 
hospital supplies, despite the large 
supply Villa had with him, adds con- 
firmattion to the belief. 
The Zara- 
gosa brigade, which left Juarez 1,300 
strong, is said to have lost 25 per 
cent in killed and wounded. 
A private telegram 
from 
Gomez 
Palacio said that it is reported that 
General 
Refugio 
Velasco, 
federal 
commander of Torreon, had commit­ 
ted suicide rather than fall into the 
rebels’ hands. 
There w’ere also re­ 
ports that three other federal gen­ 
erals reported to have been killed in 
action—Pena, 
Reyna 
and 
Anaya— 
really took their own lives, firm in 
the belief that they would be execut­ 
ed if captured.

The intimation that a prolonged 
filibuster in the senate had been de­ 
termined upon now that the first de­ 
cisive battle had been won by the 
president was given to several sena­ 
torial supporters of the administra­ 
tion and it was suggested that Sen­ 
ator O’Gorman. chairman of the com­ 
mittee on interoceanic 
canals 
al­ 
ready was delaying consideration of 
the measure by his committee.

over from the house, which probably, 
will not be until next Wednesday. 
Senators Simmons and Shields are 
absent now and It would be unfair to 
act until every member is given an 
opportunity to be heard.” 
Senator Owen, who is leading the 
preliminary fight for repeal intimat­ 
ed that deliberate delay in committee 
might result in forcing the issue be­

The mole, like the pocket gopher. 
is more or less active at all seasons 
jf the year, but it is during the rainy 
period, when the soil is moist, that 
his work is pushed most vigorously. 
Shallow runways are then rapidly ex 
fended in all directions ai^d old run 
ways repaired. 
When a mole makes up his mind to 
to in a certain direction, nothing hut 
concrete or stone will stop him. The 
strength of these little animals is mar­ 
velous. 
They will heave up the but 
face of a path trodden so hard that 
repeated blows of a pick will be need 
cd to break the crust. 
Ordinarily the mole makes hts way 
through the soil as a root does, or a 
stake when driven by the blows of a 
sledge. 
The earth is not excavated 
but simply crowded aside. When the 
ground becomes very hard, of course, 
the mole is obliged to excavate the 
passageways and push the loose dirt 
out through the opening of the roof 
of his tunnel. 
The mole keeps at work all through 
the winter in places where the ground 
ie not frozen too hard. He works more 
frequeatiy in the morning and even­ 
ing. 
Moles do very little harm to the 
roots of grain, grasses or vegetables, 
except bi pushing the soil aside, and 
they live principally on the 
white 
grub, earth worms ajid beetles. 
He thus proves himself to be a 
friend to mankind, because grubs are 
the greatest scourge of grass and oth­ 
er valuable plant roots.

Washington, March 28.—Two ship­ 
ments of coffee from N ew York city 
were seized recently on the recom­ 
mendation of the United Slates de­ 
partment of agriculture, the charge 
being that they contained an exces­ 
sive number of rotten or decomposed 
berries. Both seizures were made on 
March 4, 1914, at 
Petersburg, 
Va. 
The cases haze not yet come up be­ 
fore the courts, but they will be tried 
in due course, when it will be deter­ 
mined whether the charges are Justi­ 
fiable. 
This statement holds true of 
all the seizures noted in this article. 
Fourteen sacks of coffee, each con­ 
taining 50 pounds, had been shipped 
by Potter, Sloane, O’Donohuc, New 
York City, N. Y. 
The product was 
called 
“Bed 
Bock Coffee.” 
Fifteen 
cases and twenty-five packages, each 
containing one pound, had been sent 
by the same shipper. 
This product 
was called “Dixie 
Brand 
Coffee.” 
Both adulteration 
and 
misbranding 
were charged. 
Officials making the 
seizures maintained that 
the 
mix­ 
tures had been coated or glazed in 
such a manner as to conceal their 
inferiority. 
A shipment, of coffee was seized on 
March 5 at Philadelphia, 
it 
being 
charged 
that 
the 
coffee was mis­ 
branded. 
The shipper was Despres 
& Co., of New York city, and there 
were 
nineteen 
sacks seized. 
It is 
charged that the coffee consists large­ 
ly of “Santos” brand, although it was 
represented to be “Maracaibo” cof­ 
fee, which is a better and more ex­ 
pensive brand. 
Two shipments 
of 
dried 
apples 
were seized during the latter part of 
February on the recommendation of 
the department. 
One seizure consist­ 
ed of ten hags that bad been shipped 
by E. C. Sheppard, Stuart. Virginia, 
to Washington, D. O. The- other con­ 
sisted of thirl}-three sacks that had 
been shipped by Isaac Rosenbaum & 
Sons, Louisville, Ky„ to Evansville, 
Ind. 
It is charged that the goods in 
both instances 
are 
adulterated 
in 
that they consist in whole or In part 
of a filthy vegetable substance. 
Other recent seizures of “vegetable 
substances’’ charged with being filthy 
were made in New' York City and Gal­ 
veston, Texas. 
In the first instance 
the seizure consisted of 237 boxes of 
dates, each containing 
80 
pounds. 
These were shipped by Birdsong & 
Co., Philadelphia, and were labeled 
“Camel Brand—Finest Selected Per­ 
sian Dates.” 
The other consisted of 
twenty eases of “Big B Brand Toma­ 
to Pulp,” which were shipped by Rob­ 
erts Brothers, Baltimore. Maryland. 
Another recent seizure was made 
at East Hammond, Ind., and consist­ 
ed of two cases and one bottle of 
“Napoleon Brand—French Style Cog­ 
nac.” 
This so-called “Cognac” bad 
been shipped by Gluecklich & Co., 
Chicago. 111. 
It is charged lo have 
been adulterated and misbranded, in 
that about 80 per cent neutral spirits 
bad been mixed with and substituted 
for cognac in such manner as to in­ 
juriously affect the quality of the 
goods. 
Other recent seizures made on the 
recommendation of the department 
are the following:

500,000 bushels, and it is then that 
the output of cider is large. 
But to 
return to 1913, which is the year the 
bulletin deals with, tentative figures 
indicate the cider production was $1, 
172.409 gallons and the value $293,- 
117. 
This is the variety 
of 
cider 
which is tart, tempting and tasty, 
and. when fresh, can be drank with 
impunity, with no fear of headaches 
or bad taste “the morning after.”

little aged and with fermentation w'ell 
developed it becomes as exhilarating 
as any other alcoholic drink, but with 
probably less injurious after effects, 
as all adulterants to whisky are miss­ 
ing.
